The meeting was pronounced, one 


of the -inost interesting and success- 
ful ever held by the organization. 
The principal speaker was Charles 
F. Steam, president of the Pacific- 


. Coast Southwest banks. His theme 
'.'../was '' The Business Outlook for 


1926." It. was a masterful address, 
dealing largely with business condi- 
tions of tho past year as affecting 
the entire Pacifi-c coast. Mr. Stearns 
stated that 1925 vas the'first year 
of business normalcy since the war. 
He predicted a continuance of pros- 
perity during the year 1926, espec- 
ially in agricultural districts. Mr. 
Steam is known as the outstanding 
authority on financial matters on the 
Pacific coast. 


A. K. Warren, county sanitation 


engineer, spoke for 50 minutes on 
the impending bond issue of $4,400,- 
000 for tho 'construction of the met- 
ropolitan sewer in district number 7. 
The speaker gave a concise state- 
ment of the cost this will incur to 
the taxpayer, in figures that every- 
body will understand. He placed 
the average annual cost to the home 
at $7.80. This estimate is arrived at 
by placing the average assessed 
value of the small home at $2500. 
This, the speaker stated, will be far 
cheaper than cesspools or any other 
method of sewage disposal.

amount pays off principal, interest, 
and maintenance.

will undoubtedly be a fine thing for 
industry and for all classes of peo- 
ple, as it will free large sums of 
money for business and investment 
purposes. It will be of especial as- 
sistance to farmers. 
. A s things now stand the" cost of 
federal, state and .local' taxes is 
greater than the value of the five 
major, farm products: :corn, wheat, 
cotton, oats and hay. 


Farmers of icourse do not pay all 


thesd taxes, but the 
agricultural 


community represents the largest 
consuming class in the cduntry. 
Taxes raise cost of doing business, 
which, is passed on to the. consumer.
